whose mu»'cal murmurs h3ve so oft been 
mingled with her cheery song which are 
now silent to the lovely Flora, whose lease 
of life was so full of promise. — [Mariposa 
Gazette, October 1st-.

The female departm ent of the Tombs has 
for nearly forty je a n beeu under the care 
of a matron whose executive rowers and 
general ability have rendered her of great 
value. 
Flora Foster, indeed, is fhe m cst 
interesting character connected w ith the 
institution. 
She bears her prison life re­ 
markably—corning in thoir.ir reing and re­ 
maining all day, and then departing to her 
home at night. This mode cf life has been 
maintained with hardly the lo.s of a week, 
aud now, notwithstanding her age, she 
is still prompt in all her duties. 
Flora 
has a kind, motherly aspect, but her de­ 
cision of character is intense and her ord- rs 
are beyond appeal. 
On oue occasion I no­ 
ticed while iu her office a girl who had been 
arrested for pocket-picking, and who, as a 
favor, was allowed an interview with her 
pal. 
Tho latter while talking uttered an 
oath, which, though spoken in a low tone, 
was generally audible. 
“ Leave tho room, 
sir," was the matron's command, and th e 
fellow knew he must ob> v. The girl began 
to expostulate iu a rather impudent tone, 
aud her reply was, “ H ash, er I will lock 
you up.” The impudence continued hardly 
a minute louger when the quiet voice of 
the matron gave the command, “ Lcck 
her u p !” 
As this 
was 
dono 
Flora 
turned to mo and said, 
“ That young 
woman is a professional pickpocket and 
should bo sent to State Prison, but after 
being here a few weeks she will be released 
and go on robbing the public, while those 
poor creatures that are driven hero by 
misery will be sent to Blackwell’s Island 
fcr six m onths.” It is remarkable that after 
spending a lifetime among the outcasts of 
society the matron of the Tombs shonld 
have such a home look of quiet and domes­ 
tic character. 
There must be a fountain 
of indwelling love which even such asso­ 
ciations cannot destroy, and it is this th a t 
renders Flora Foster so peculiarly adapted 
to her place. 
She avoids public notice and 
declines newspaper honors, but is alwayB 
ready to give information to t ‘ie H erm it of 
New York.—[Correspondent Troy Times.

WILL 
NOT 
WITHDRAW. 


George Gorham has announced his de­ 
termination, through hia paper, to adhere 
to his candidature for the position of Secre­ 
tary of the Senate. 
The Republican cau­ 
cus wa3 so silly as to give him the nomina­ 
tion, supposing that it would be merely an 
honorary compliment, and nowit finds that 
the caucus nominees can probably be 
elected. 
As however several Republican 
Senators have declared their determination 
not to vote for Gorham under any circum­ 
stances, this appearance is illusive, and Mr. 
Gorham is in fact as far off the goal as ever. 
The only effect of pressing his name upon 
the party which is discredited by his affili­ 
ation, would be to secure the election of a 
Democrat as Secretary. 
Nobody would 
regret that if it were necessary to defeat 
Gorham. 
The canons, however, appears 
to us to be absurdly punctilious about the 
necessity of standing by its former action. 
Gorham has given the party ample resaons 
for throwing him overboard since the can- 
cus nominations were made. 
In that in­ 
terval he has earned the contempt and 
disgust of every self respecting Republican, 
by his scurrilous newspaper assaults upon 
President Garfield, and by his brazen ef­ 
frontery in defending the Star-route thieves. 
To put such a man in the honorable office of 
Secretary of State would be to degrade the 
office, and to disgrace the Senators whose 
votes so elevated him, and the party re­ 
sponsible for those Senators. 
As the case 
stands there can be no reason for holding 
to the former caucus nominations, and the 
less so inasmuch as individual Senators 
refuse to be bound by those nominations. 


For the statue of Lord BeaconsSeld, to 
he erected in Westminster Abbey as a 
national memorial, Mr. Boehm, the sculp­ 
tor, has completed the sketch, and has 
forwarded it to Osborne for the approval 
of the Qaeen. 
He is to receive for the 
entire work, including the pedestal and its 
erection, $10,000, Parliament having voted 
$10,500 for it. 
For the statue of Palmer­ 
ston it voted $10,000. 
For that of Peel 
Mr. Gibson was paid $25,000. 


Gladstone’s Leeds speech appears to have 
been a most vigorous and impassioned one. 
It no doubt contained many truths co­ 
gently stated, and its invective upon Par­ 
nell was probably the result of long with­ 
held indignation. 
But whether it was a 
wise speech to make under the circum­ 
stances is quite another question. 
Cer­ 
tainly Gladstone’s comparison between 
public opinion in England and Ireland is 
capable of a very different construction to 
that gplaced upon it by himself, and this 
construction is sure to be placed upon it 
by his enemies. 
An inquiry into the rea­ 
son why in Ireland there Í3 no public opin­ 
ion to support the Government would in­ 
volve an analysis of the relations between 
the two countries for a long period, but it 
would bo well worth making if time and 
space served. 
The singling out of Par­ 
nell for attack, however, mutt strengthen 
the latter by causing it to be believed that 
he stands for all the elements which are 
opposed to the Government. 
There can 
be no doubt that the new Parnell pro­ 
gramme is open to the criticism Gladstone 
applies to it. 
It is in effect a policy of 
plunder, for it involves the robbery of the 
land owners and the tenants both, in the 
interest of a third claa3. 
And since the 
arguments and propositions of Parnell and 
his school are not restricted to the case of 
Ireland, but arc capable of application to 
ai.y country in the world, it no donbt be­ 
hooves the statesman of England to take 
position on this aspect of the land ques­ 
tion, and that iu the most emphatic way. 
A policy which proposes the confiscation of 
a large proportion of the property of the 
property-owning classes, for the benefit 01 
the non-property-owning, is sure to be 
popular with the latter. 
It is a policy 
with which a great deal of mischief can be 
effected ; which may be employed to widen 
the division between rich and poor; to 
encourage crime ; to palliate assassination; 
to furnish specious excuses for outrage ; to 
check industry ; to foster turbulent indo­ 
lence and pauperism. 
But it is not a pro­ 
gramme 
which deserves to be called 
rational or practical. 
There is literally no 
possibility that it will be successful, we 
will not say in the present generation, 
but within any period to which it is 
possible to look forward, 
Iu fact it is op- 
jJosed to the first principles of civilization, 
and a3 civilization is the development of 
human wants and aspirations, it may be 
said to bs opposed to human nature. 
We 
see therefore no possibility of evolving any 
other than deleterious results from such a 
programme. 
It can do harm. 
It can stir 
up strife. 
It can prevent progress. 
Bat 
it cannot settle anything wisely or well. It 
is quits possible that it may briDg trouble 
to England as well as to Ireland. 
This in­ 
deed is among the more obvious contin­ 
gencies. 
But it will not hasten any of the 
events to which the more intelligent Irish­ 
men direct their attention, and it is ex­ 
tremely likely to frustrate the best features 
of the really beneficent measure just 
passed, and known as the Land Act.

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THE MEETING OF THE SENATE 


W i» Q T Q H . 


The United States Senate will mt^t to­ 
day to select a President for itself, and 
perhaps to organize. 
The Democrats have 
the power to elect the President, and have, 
it is said, unanimously agreed upon Senator 
Bayard for that position. 
The Republi­ 
cans have held a caucus, and a Committee 
of Conference was appointed to meet a 
similar committee from the Democratic 
caucus. 
As the Democrats refused to en­ 
ter into any agreement respecting the 
choice of a President, and a3 the Republi­ 
cans did not care about anything else, this 
movement came to nothing, and now the 
Republicans are railing bitterly at the 
Democrats for not giving up the advantage 
they hold. They say that the Democrats are 
unpatriotic, and that they are about to 
make a situation in which a premium will 
be offered for the assassination of President 
Arthur. 
It appears to us that this kind of 
talk Í3 both foolish and in bad taste. Pres­ 
ident Garfield was assassinated in order to 
make way for another Republican. 
His 
assassination grew out of a factional feud 
which had separated the Vice-President 
from the Administration. 
The country 
can have no guarantee against the repeti­ 
tion of this state of things if the Vice­ 
President 
is a Republican. 
It is quite 
conceivable 
that 
if 
the 
Republi­ 
cans 
were 
allowed 
to 
elect 
the 
President of the Senate, he might become 
involved in a feud witn President Arthur. 
And in that event it is perfectly clear that 
there could be no more security than there 
was for Garfield. 
The truth is that the 
Democrats are not responsible for what is 
about to happen. 
Had Conkling and Platt 
not betrayed their party, the Republicans 
would have been able to elect the President 
of the Senate. That is where the respon­ 
sibility for the present embarrassment 
rests, and nowhere else. 
As for the Re­ 
publican talk about want of patriotism, it 
is nonsense. 
Nobody believes that if the 
case had been reversed the Republicans 
would have surrendered their rights to 
their opponents. 
Everybody knows that 
they would have found abundance of patri­ 
otic reasons for maintaining their position. 
The Democrats have the necessary votes to 
elect the President of the Senate. 
Is 
there any instance on record of a party 
surrendering majority rights to the minor­ 
ity ? Tho Republicans have been put in 
their present disagreeable position by their 
own friends, and not by their opponents. 
It may no doubt be embarrassing in some 
minor respects to have a Democratic Vice­ 
President, but the Republican Senators 
would not elect a President when they had 
the power, and therefore they must accept 
the situation. The whole case is an im­ 
pressive illustration of the evil of pro­ 
crastination, in politics as in everything 


TEE DYNAMITE 
PLOT. 


It is said that the dynamite plot has 
been exploited, and that it turns out to 
have been a barefaced swindle, devised by 
three or four men, headed by O’Donovan 
Rossa, for the purpose of making money 
out of the British Government. 
This 
explanation of it was suggested at the 
time, but until an investigation had been 
had it could not be certain that there was 
not some earnest purpose to do mischief 
behind it. 
It now appears that the infer­ 
nal machines manufactured in Illinois and 
shipped to Liverpool were traps to catch 
the British Government, and that they were 
actually successful to the extent of ten 
thousand dollars, which was paid for the 
information that led to the discovery of 
the aham plot. 
We confess that we had 
not supposed O’Donovan liossa, or Jere­ 
miah Donovan, which is said to be his 
real name, possessed shrewdness enough 
for such a trick, but perhaps the plan wa3 
devised by one of his companions, and he 
only shared the booty. 
This discovery 
will naturally cause all reports of similar 
enterprises to be received with strong 
incredulity for some time to come.

W a s h in g t o n ! October 9tb.—A week ago the meet­ 
ing of the Senate was looked forward to as one to be 
in marked contrast with the extra session called by 
Preside .t Garfield. The prediction » as that both 
parties were anxious to avoid an exhibition of acri­ 
mony, and that the conservative members would so 
guide the counsels that the organization of the body 
and divisions of the committees would be by unan­ 
imous consent. The deatli of the President by 
assassination, the profound grief of apeople without 
regard to party or section, and the fact that the 
Senate was called together t i supply a link in the 
Presiden tal succession, were thought to be sufficient 
reasons to compel an exceptional willingness to sink- 
party considerations, at least until the Senate was 
organized. Conferences at Cleveland pointed L: sucli a 
result, and the talk of Senators on both sides previous 
to caucuses of yesterday enforced the same view. 
The air of the committee-rooms appear to have put 
all such ideas to flight, and the prospect of a dead­ 
lock has ceased to be a terror to Senators of either 
party. They are further from an agreement than 
ever, and the division of the little patronage has 
dissipated the last vestige of sentiment.

VAST 
STANDING 
ARMIES. 


Speaking of the autumn reviews of the 
vast standing armies of the nations of 
Europe now taking place, the London 
Tim a thus moralizes: 
We should be 
sorry to think the present the normal state 
of Europe. 
If we may not dream of peace, 
there is no need that we should suffer aeon- 
tinual incubus of war. 
The old saying 
that if you desire peace you must prepare 
for war is not to be received without a grain 
of discretion. 
Preparation for war may be 
carried to an excess, making it as bad as 
the disease it is to prevent. 
At the pres­ 
ent rate it appears that by the end of this 
year half a million Europeans of all nations 
will have landed in the United States in 
order to link themselves for good with the 
fortunes of that Republic. 
The immigra­ 
tion is much more likely to increase than 
to decrease, for American enterprise is al­ 
ways on hand in the railways and set­ 
tlements prepared for the incoming popu­ 
lation. 
That immigrant generally draws 
others after him. 
The great majority 
of the European populations have no 
personal interest in military successes be­ 
yond those necessary to the possession and 
enjoyment of their own little property. 
They gain no honor and no glory that can 
compensate for substantial losses and terri­ 
ble risks. They do not like being forcibly 
taken away from the home dear to them, 
and the employment they are beginning to 
learn, to another employment not to their 
taste, wolly unprofitable, and finally end­ 
ing in nothing but waste of time. 
Ger­ 
mans are agreed in this. 
So, too, are the 
Italians, apparently, for the emigration 
from that peninsula is now considerable. 
If the present strain goes on, if social life 
is to be harrassed and commerce burdened 
in order to maintain a large percentage of 
the young and strong under arms, the em­ 
igration must increase, nor will it be possi­ 
ble to stop it. 
Any attempt to do so will 
only give additional ze3t to love of liberty, 
for every man will feel his country a prison 
if he is to be kept within its boundaries 
just to serve a3 a pawn in the sanguinary 
game of war. 
A time may come when the 
Continent will begin to stream away to the 
fortunate and hospitable commonwealth, 
always stretching out its ,hands, inviting 
them over and now proved true to its 
word. 
That may be better for the people, 
and for the world, but it is evidently not 
what is contemplated in these imposing 
military demonstrations. 


The young Bavarian King’s nickname of 
“ Louis the Solitary ” is well earned. 
His 
avoidance of publicity amounts almost to 
a mania. 
He usually selects the night for 
railway traveling, because he thereby es­ 
capes being observed and nauseated with 
homage. 
He recently found it necessary 
to travel by day from Switzerland, where 
he had been breathing Alpine air incog­ 
nito, in order to meet the German Emperor 
in Munich ; and to escape being seen by 
his loyal subjects, he alighted at a station 
beyond the one nearest to his palace and 
drove back in a carriage, together with hia 
snite. 
His ruse was successful, but cansed 
much disappointment and vexation.

Residence B urned—Two C hildren Perish 
la th e Flames. 


A t tw enty m inutes before 12 o’clock last 
night the second alarm of fire for the night 
was given. 
Flam es were discovered issuing 
from the upper wind :w of the two etcry and 
basement modern structure, situated in the 
rear of 422 K street, owned and occupied by 
Frank Ruhatsller, who keeps a saloon on 
K street, immediately in front of the residence 
and opposite 
the M etropolitan Theater. 
The building was of a very light and inflita- 
mable character, and took the spreading 
flames like tinder. 
I t conld only be ap­ 
proached by the fire departm ent, directly, 
through the alley running from Fourth to 
F ifth streets, though s me Jin- » of hose were 
led through from other directions, 
lh e de­ 
partm ent wa3 prom ptly on the spot after the 
alarm was given, and succeeded in saving the 
lower portion of the structure. 
THE BASEMENT 
Is uninjured, except by water, and the main 
Btory was not only partially burned out, but 
above the upper floor the h ;u»e almost en­ 
tirely destroyed. 
I t was the universal judg­ 
m ent cf the vast crowd th at witnessed tbc 
conflagration th -t a more darice; and brave 
conduct with fire was never B-_en in this city. 
W hen the departm ent reached the scene of 
the conflagration word was passed th at two 
little children were in the upper story, and 
th at their retreat by way o ' the stair3 was 
cut off by the frames. 
Im m ediately the men 
of the departm ent 
RUSHED TO THE RESCUE. 
I t was a terrible and awful struggle. Some 
of the men fought their way into the building 
under the shelter of the hose stream s time 
after time, only to be driven back by the 
Btorm of flame and the vast clouds of stifling 
smoke th a t poured from every opening. They 
clung to ladders placed against the blazing 
front, and sheltering their faces as be; t they 
could, contested space inch by inch with the 
flames, until at last the fire wa3 so subdued 
as to perm it them to clamber in a t the slill 
burning upper windows—a threo story hight. 
From that tim e the victory was on their side, 
and in fifteen minutes they had the fire 
entirely subdued. 
I t was a gallant action, 
heroic in every respect, and drew plaudits from 
the spectators. 
Á fireman would grasp the 
hose-pipe and back into the fire in the direc­ 
tion ot the children’s room, while others 
would play a stream upon him as best they 
could, and he would continue the struggle 
until, his clothing on fire and smoking on his 
back, and bis flesh scorched, he would -tagger 
from the doorway, only to he replaced by an­ 
other and another brave fellow. 
Meanwhile 
burning pianks aud tim bers were falling upon 
the men, and the crowd kept calling cut to 
them to come away, for the heavy cornice 
would certainly tali and sweep them from the 
face of the building. 
I t did fall, but not 
until the flames were nearly quenched. 
Iu 
its descent it struck one of the men clinging 
to oae of the ladders, and injured him to 
such an extent th at he had to retreat and was 
taken from the ground. 
W hen Chief Engi­ 
neer Sullivan and A ssistant O'M eara and 
their brave men reached the room where the 
children were said to be, on the upper floor 
(on the east side the room nearest to the alley), 
I th ey found 


MINNIE AND OTTO RUHSTALLEK, 
Aged six and three years respectively, dead, 
blackened by smoke and soot, but their little 
bodies not so severely turned by the flames 
as was feared. 
Or.e of tho little ones had 
evidently been suffocated iu tho bed, the 
other. Minnie, had left her couch, and waB 
stretched upon the charred and still burring 
floor. The 
Coroner was notified at once, and 
the bodies removed. 
A t this wiiting, in the 
mid3t of the overwhelming grief of the father, 
the distraction of the heart-brokeu mother, 
and 
the 
excitement 
of the 
attaches 
of 
the 
household, 
it 
can 
only 
bo 
learned 
th at 
M r. 
and 
M rs. 
Ruhstaller had their rooms on the main 
floor of the dwelling. 
H ere, too, two of 
their children slept. 
On the upper fi or was 
the nursery, or room for M innie and Otto. 
On the same floor slept a young man, a mem­ 
ber cf the family, and employed by Mr. 
Ruhstaller. 
This young m3u was awakened 
by cries from below. 
He rushed to the head 
of the stairs, and caw th at the front of the 
upper story ami the children’s room were ia 
flames. 
M r. Ruhstaller from below cried 
out to him, he could not make out what. 
A t 
tho same time he heard M innie, as he sup­ 
poses, call out “ M am m a! m am m a!” 
He 
believed the voice to come from below, and 
thought 
the children 
had escaped, but 
the dim es already enveloped the rooms, 
and 
he 
had 
barely 
time 
to 
save 
himself by flight. 
Frum his broken Btory, 
given under a state of great excitement, these 
were tho facts obtained. The entire family 
had only time to rush from their beds, and 
saved nothing beyond a few bits of clothing 
thrown over their persons. 
The flames, says 
the young man referred to, shot after him 
down the stairway, and he thinks m ust have 
had 
ENTIRE POSSESSION 
Of the upper story wichin a few seconds at-er 
he was awakened. 
Such was the effect of 
this terrible disaster upon M r. Ruhstaller, 
th at when he disappeared once, anxlousfriends 
feared fcerzy had seized upon him, but he 
was soon after found doing all he could to 
300the and comfort the m other of his chil­ 
dren, whose piteous cries for her babes brought 
tears to the eyes of the stoutest hearted. 
So 
far as can now be ascertained, the building 
is believed to be damaged to the éxtent of 
about SSOO. 
The furniture and other per­ 
sonal property of tha family is a total loss 
either by fire or water, and was worth about 
$3,000. 
Both the house and fuiuiture were 
covered by insurance. 
How the fire began 
caunot now be stated, as all statem ents in 
reference to its origin are as yet merely con­ 
jectural. 
I t is believed to have originated in 
the upper story, and near the roof and the 
southern front. 
H ad the new or H ayes’ ex­ 
tension truck been in service tho fire depart­ 
m ent could havo worked to much Better 
advantage, as its powerful and very tall, 
jointed ladders could have been made to 
overtop the building, and stream s could have 
been eooner brought to play upen the upper 
story. 
A n inquest will bo held to-day by 
Coroner Vernailya upon the bodies of the 
poor suffocated little ones who perished last 
night. 
INCIDENTS. 
I t is stated by the firemen and others th at 
this waa the worst fire as to intensity of heat 
th at has occurred in tbis city since the burn­ 
ing of the W estern Hotel. 
Several of the 
firemen wore mare or lees injured in their 
almost superhum an efforts to rescue the 
two 
helpless little 
children 
th at 
were 
shut up iu the flames and smoke. 
The 
building was of light wood and finished 
with 
cloth 
and 
paper ceilings, which 
rendered it abno-t as quick to ignite a3 
powder. 
H ad the burning building not stood 
entirely by itself, as it did, and detached 
from other structure», a very much greater 
loss of property would have been inevitable. 
The heat was bo intense th at some of the fire­ 
men’s hats were melted upon their heads, and 
in their efforts to reach the children, they 
fought so into the flames th at the ladders 
upon which they ascended against the side of 
the burning mass, took fire, and flames 
leaped up the sides aud the rounds were on 
Sre as they fought their w ayup tothew indow s 
and endeavored to effect an entrance. 
Several of the firemen were more or loss 
burned about the face and hand?. 
Thomas 
Rowe was quite seriously burned upon the 
hands ; P. McDowell was injured by falling 
timbers, and P. Nash was severely cut by be­ 
ing struck with a ladder. 
A fter tho 
excitement 
was 
somewhat 
past, 
when 
the 
fire 
had 
been 
ex­ 
tinguished 
and tho bodies recovered, it 
was stated th at when the fire was first dis­ 
covered, and before the departm ent reached 
it, little M innie was seen several times at a 
window, to which she ran and screamed fur 
her mother, aud then disappeared iu flames 
and smoke. I t was a most heartrending right, 
even to strangers. 


O utrageous C onduct.—On Saturday, as a 
gentleman and

phaeton on F ourth street, between J and K, 
they m et the sprinkling cart. 
The street 
was so filled with teams th at it was impos­ 
sible to avoid going immediately alongside of 
the sprinkler and there was not room to turn 
around and drive back. 
As the phaeton was 
low and the lady on the ride towards the 
sprinkler, the gentl-m an requested the driver 
of the sprinkler to please shut off the water 
until he coul I pass, bnt instead cf doÍDg so 
drove along in a malicious way, and ap­ 
parently with the endeavor to increase the 
deluge, if possible. 
The result was th at the 
lady was drenched with water. 
The husband 
of the lady demanded to know the name of 
the youth who committed the act, but could 
get no answer nor satisfaction. 
H e subse­ 
quently learned th at it was the son of the 
contractor, M r. Meiss, and th at previous 
similar acts bare been complained ot against 
the same driver.

The King approached the elephant 
with 
profound 
salutations, 
kneeled 
and placed the creature’s trunk upon hi* 
head and then upon his shoulders, in token 
of hi* homage ami as a supplication for a 
blessing. 
After 
these 
touching 
cere­ 
monies had been concluded a procession 
was formed, with the King on the deity b 
right ¿in k , carrying a drawn Eivord, and a 
priest on the left bearing a golden wand. 
Thus the cortege entered the city, am:d 
salvoe3 of artillery and a general salute 
from 
the 
royal 
troop*, 
who 
were 
drawn up on either side of the route 
leading 
to 
the 
palace. 
Having 
es­ 
corted the elephant to its apartments, 
the King formally bestowed upon his sacred 
guest the rank of “ reigning monarch,” 
and decorated it with the Grand Cordon 
of the Siamese Order bearing its own Btyle 
and title. 
The household ot ths new deity 
has since been organized upon a trnly royal 
Ecale. Every article dedicated to the white 
elephant’s use and service is of massive 
gold or rare porcelain, and popu'ar offer­ 
ings to the value cf many thousands of 
pounds were deposited at its sbrine before 
it had been established forty-eight hours 
in its splendid quarters immediately adja­ 
cent to the King’s own private suite of 
apartments.
